The suppression of truth was so plain as to 
drive us to the convietion that there was 
collusion Detween witnesses and persons 
fearful of indictment. The sanctity of their 
oath appeared to suffer total eclipse in the 
minds of numerous witnesses, who displayed 
more anxiety to concea the truth 
than to avold perjury. The only in- 
stances where the whole trath came out 
were in cases, in which, strange to say, the 
statute of limitation barred the possibility of 
indictments! While, however, we were 
technically preciaded from finding indiet- 
ments in cases not covered by the statute of 
limitations, the evidence revealed great 
irregularities inthe Collector's office. The 
loss of large sums of money to the city treas- 
ury was Clearly and conclusively established.

James Fitsgerald, who ts on trial for Bi: 
life in the Criminal Court forthe killing of 
his sweetheart, Annie Naessens, at 7001 
south Broadway n Nov. 24 last, 
took the witness- stand to-day in 
his own defease. He stated that 
the young woman committed suicideafter 
first tryingtokill him, having previously 
bound him to secrecy in the event of his sur- 
viving er. 

He called about 8:30 o’clock on the night of 
the killing tosée her at the above number 
where she was employed as a domestic, and 
remained conversing with her in the 
kitchen until avout 12 o’clock. She was 
despondent and spoke of hertrouble with 
her father. The latter, Fitzgerald testified, 
she stated, abused her when he was drunk 
and would not speakto her when he was 

If it were not for her mother, she 
„ She would not go home at 
Fitzgerald said that he attempted 
divert her mind from her 
trouble amd told her not to mind her father. 
Fitzgerald said he joked with her and tried 
to win her into a better state of mind. She re- 
marked that if it Were not for lin she would, 
killherself. As he started tb go she walked 
out with himontothe porch. she asked if 
he would die with her. Hesaid that he did 
not think that she meant anything and said 
in à joking tone that of course he would. She 
kissed him and saia, 
gether. if 1 don’t kill you, don’t tell 
anybody.’* He stated that still he did not 
think she meant it, and turned to leave 
when she shot him. He was stunned, he 
said, and staggered aboutand did not Know 
anything until he came to and found her 
lying on the porch withthe révolver beside 
her. He then went tothe Police Station. 

He explained the fact that the weapon used 
was his revolver by stating that he had given 
it to her two or three weeks before. She had 
sald that if she hada revolver she would 
carry it going home. Some evenings 
he could not go with her. Her paront,lived 
in a thinly-settied district, andthe way she 
hed to take was very lonesome. She had to 
pass through a district of about three blocks 
inhabited entirely by negroes. 

Fitggerald’s manner was cool and he re- 
lated his story without betraying any feel- 
ing. Not even when speaking of his dead 
love kissing him and proposing that they die 
together did he betray-any ego 

n cross-examination tt was brought out 
that Fitzgerald bad the revolver on the 
night of Nov. 15 or 16, when he had a fuss in 
a saloon. Heexpiained this Dy Stating that 
it he on that night he gave her the re- 
volver,

Dell was arrested about 12:30 yesterday after - 
noon by OMicer Callahan on complaint of his 
wife, who accused him of disturb- 
ing her peace, He was bailed out 
by a pawnbroker named smith and re 
turned to his home at 1010 North 
Tenth street, At 10 = sso" clock last 
night Mrs, Dell became very 
mand Dell sent her son Joe, 16 years old, for 
an amdulance in which Miss Dell was con- 
veyedtothe City Hospital. There she told 
Dr. Marks that her husband haa attempted 
to kill her by putting poison in her coffee. 
This fact was mentioned to Night 
Chief Reedy and he hada an 
officer go to Dell’s home at 


fo’ clock this morning and rearrest him. He 
was not sent to the Second District Police 
ance of the peace charge, the police having 
it contineed till to-morrow. 

JOHE DELL'S STORY. 

Dell, when seen in his cell by a Post-Di8- 
PATON reporter, indignantly denied that he 
bed attempted to poison his wife. Te 
idea of her saying that I put poison 
in her coffee yesterday is ridiculous. Why, 
she never drinks coffee, never drinks any- 
thing but whisky. She was drunk all day 
yesterday and just drank herselr sick, that’s 

. She has been Grinkine for years. If 
she drank any poison it was because she 
wanted to. Shetried to kill herself thirteen 
years ago by taking poison and then Dr. 
Garcia of Fifth and Gratiot street saved her. 
Then, eighteen years ago, she tried to cut 
the artery in her wrist. 0 gs 
welltogether. She drinks too much. 
when she’s full she wants to break up all my 
violins.I had to take them all Gown to a store 
on Franklin avenue to save them. 

Dell is a dark-complexioned man of 45, 
with fron-gray hair and mustache. He mar- 
ried his wife, whe was Mary Ocebelie, four- 
teen years ago in this city. She had one 
child by a previous marriage. Six ehildren 
have been the result of the union, the eldest 
agirlofi2. Mrs. Dellis 86. The police are 
inclined to believe Mrs. Dell’s story. 


MAY BE MADE VICESOY., 


Chang Chi Tung May Be the Suceessor 
of Li Hung Chasg¢. 


When Li Hung Chang, the degraded Vice- 
roy, tell u and was thought to have made his 
last move on the Oriental ehess-board, 
diplomatic circles in China were exercised 
over the question of his successor. For years 
before his death the late Marquis Tseng, 
once Minister to the United States, had 


—.— looked on as the most probable cand!i- 
ate. 

Chang Chi Tang, Tseng Kuo Chuan and Li 
Hang Chang, a brother of the Viceroy, were 
also mentioned. “The relatfouship of the lat - 
ter, which then constituted his strongest 
claim, is sow, since the disgrace of the Vice- 
raw, a drawback, and tzis leaves the other 
two as candidates. Had the vieeroyaity 
been made vacant by ordinary events, sucn 
asthe death of the pines & those whoare 
in a position to know, say thereis no doubt 
but that Chang Ohi Tung would have secured 
it. Itisthoughtthat the young Emperor, 
who bas frequently manifested his dispo- 
sition for changiag the order of things, may 
try a new policy, and imstead of centering so 
many important omces ou one man appoint 
a cabinet of ministers to conduct the bust 
ness, whieh, according to OBinese tradition, 
has always been transacted Dy an indi. 
vidaal. 

Vuang Chi Tang, according to the opinions 
of Europeans resident in China, would in 
every respect be an excellent man for the 
post. Heis enlightened, enterprising and 
bard working. He has a considera- 
ble Knowledge of European affairs, 10 
an able scholar and writer of some 
note, and witha reputation of being a deep 
thinker. For years past he has madeita 
rule to devote but five hours out of the 
twenty-four to sleep, the rest of the time be- 
ing devoted to the conduct of official bus! 
ness, literary laborand steady. His method 
is to work all night and sleep in the day. 

After the @isgraceof the Viceroy, Change 
Chi Tang, becomes, perhaps, the most noted 
person in the Kingdom, and, apart from the 
probabilities of altered policy, there is but 
one circumstance that might bar the wap to 
his elevation, and, stramgeto say, it is one 
which in any other oountry would 
be considered to constitute his 
greatest claim, it is the fact that he was 
bora in the Province itself. Precedents gov- 
ern and decide all things in conservative 
China, and when the present dynasty came 
into power a rule was made that no man be 
ever appointed to the Viceroyalty of a dis- 
trict in whieh he was born. This was to in- 
sure fair and honest government; conse- 
quently & special deeree in the case of Chang 
would be necessary. But with a conquering 
fee marching on te Pekin and threatening 
the capital, established custom will proba- 
biy be thrown to the winds and the necessary 
edict issued. 

Ine duties of the Viceroy are many and 
varied, the frst beimg the defense of the City 
of Pekin and the sacred reon ofthe Em- 
peror. He has general supervision over 
coast defences, the erection of fortifications 
and the direction of naval as well as military 
matters. Li Hung Chang, with all his ability 
has failed, not through any lack of talent or 
negiect of duty, but rather owing to the cor- 
ruption and treachery of his heutenants. 
Chang Chi Tung has a reputation for 
trusting no one, his youth, strength 
and grasp of everything he under- 
takes gives him a great advantage over Li, 
and fit him more thoroughly for the position 
than any other man in the government 
service. He is 50 years old, thin, wiry and of 
medium stature. Heis known as a staunch 
friend and bitter foe, and although two or 
his most powerful censors in the country re- 
cently impeached him, he came through the 
ordeal with fying colors, Dut an enhanced 
reputation for daring, drillianey and rugged 
hosesty. 

He extracts millions from his subjects, but 
contrary to the general custom, he does not 
steal the money. He spends it on publie 
works and general improvements.

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SCHNEIDEL 


Must Answer for Causing His Wite’s 
Death by Burns. 


Coroner Frank in the preseace of a jury to- 
day held the inquest on the remains of Mrs. 
Emma schneider, aged 29, who died at the 
City Hospital last Wednesday night from the 
effects of burns. The evidence tended to 
show that Louis schneider, husband 
or the deceased, had, in a “fit 
of anger, struck his wife in the 


head with a lighted coal oil lamp which 
dursted, and set her clothingafire. On the 
strength of the testimony schneider was 
held responsible for the death of his wife 
by the verdict of the jury. 

Schneider was not present at the inquest, 
Deing still confined at the City Hopital, 
suffering from the effects of burns also re- 
ceived as a result of the alleged assault upon 
his wife, The Schneiders lived at 166 Anna 
street. Chas. Albrecht, who lives at the same 
address, said that on wednesday nigbt last 
he heard Schneider quarreling or arguing 
with some man in front of the house. He 
also heard Mrs. Schneider go to the door, 
call him in and reprimand him for fussing. 
Then, according to Albrecht, Schneider 
turned on bis wife and began to abuse her, 
and after they had been exchanging words 
forsome time, Albrecht suddenly heard a 
blow, followed by a scream, and then he 
felt as though something had fallen. He ran 
into the Schneider home. The place was all 
a flame. Schoeider stood in the middle of the 
oor, his sleeves biazing, while Mrs. 
Schneider was lying on the fluor, apparently 
ali abiaze. 

Withthe alarm that had been raised by 
the unfortunate woman’s screams other 
neighbors gathered m the house. 
Albrecht, Fred Wagner of 155 Louisa 
street, Otto Huffman of 171 Anna street, 
and Fred Koenig of 2715 Eads avenue subdued 
the fla mes inthe bullding, after first throw- 
ing Diankets over the burning forms of the 
woman andman. The husband seemed not 
at all anxious as to his wife’s welfare. When 
the lames had been extinguished and doc- 
tors had attended the husband and wife, 
Officer Anton of the Second District came 
u pon the scene. Assoonas he approached 
Schneider the latter remarked: 

Ine ver hit my wite with that.“ 

**With what?’’ replied the officer. ‘‘With 
that lamp, came the reply. hut the officer 
saw that Mrs. Schneider had a fresh wound 
over the left eye, and he asked if her hus- 
band had struck her with the lamp. She re- 
Plied that he had. Both were then removed 
to the City Hospital, the husband held as the 
UVoroner’s prisoner. No statement was taken 
from Schneider. 


TWO BURNED TO DEATH. 


Resultef a $100,000 Fire That Raged in 
British Celumbia. 


NANAIMO, B. C., Sept. 28.—Two men were 
burned to death, two others badly injured 
and $100,000 worth of property destroyed by 
fire that broke out here at 5a. m. to-day. 
The fire started at the corner of Wharf and 
Commercial streets ia the Royal 
Hotel, which was destroyed, Pat Mayce, 
bootblack, and a bartender known as 
Frits,“ employed in the hotel, were burned 
to death. Ihres guests were badly injured. 
The flames spread in a northerly direction 
along Wharf street, destroying the fire hall, 
the Nanaimo Hotel, C. E. S8tevenson’s dry 
goods store and five small frame buildings. 
That the newer rt of e town was not 
completely wiped out was due to the absense 
of wind and to the heroic work of the volun- 
teer fre brigade.

HARROWNESS AND STUPIDITY. 

In accepting a complimentary dinner 
from {he London Chamber of Commerce 
and permitting representatives of British 
commerce to praise his work in reducing 
tariff taxation, Congressman Wilson has 
rendered himself liable to a vicious attack 
from the Republican press. 

There is no greater political crime in the 
protective calendar than that of winning 
praise for political wisdom and liber- 
ality from Englishmen or any foreigner. 
The highest agt of American statesman- 
ship from the McKinley standpoint is to 
shat up a foreign factory or shop and 
bankrupt a foreign firm. The political 
utopia of the McKinleyite is a condition 
in which every people on earth is idle, 
except the American people, who are 
in some unaceountable way to get rich on 
the idleness ad poverty of the rest. 

Because some British merchants have as- 
sured Mr. Wilson that the effects of the 
new tariff bill have been felt in British 
workshops he will be accused of legislat- 
ing against hie oon country for the bene- 
fit of Great Britain. The strabismic pro- 
tectionist cannot see that for every parti- 
cle of activity aroused abroad by the re- 
duction of our tariff taxation there must 
be a corresponding activity in this coun- 
try, and that there isa fair and profitable 
exchange in every sale of goods.

It is claimed that the nominatioa of Sen- 
ator Hill for the New York Governorship 
was the result of a spontaneous impulse 
which started ia the conveation and swept 
it to the feet of the New York Democratic 
idol with cyclonic enthusiasm. 

Such things have happened in politics. 
It is possible that it may have happened 
in a New York political convention. It is 
Tm possible to submit proof that the action 
of the Saratoga Convention was not spon- 
taneous. It had all the appearances of 
spontaneity, and the country would be 
inclined to accept the statement of Sen- 
ator Hill’s friends that it was prompted 
by spontaneous impulse if the country 
had not learned to distrust appearances in 
New York politics. 

There is no State in the Union in which 
more perfect political spontaneity can be 
exhibited than New York. The delega- 
tions from that State, eapecially in Demo- 
cratic Conventions, invariably have beau- 
tiful spontaneous impulses in stock 
and a fine lot of enthusiasm on 
tap. Tammeny ie full of im- 
pulse and enthusiaem. The fireworke 
go off, sizz, scintillate and fill the air with 
showers of stars. Ne one seems to have 
anything to do with itatall, and it ie only 
when the band leaves, the lights are put 
out and the receipts are divided that the 
frame work is seen and the wires running 
into «the office where somebody touched 
the button. 

The people outside of New Fork do not 
claim that the boss New York politician 
cannot be made the victim of a spon- 
taneous impulse in his ownconvention, or 
that the calculating statesmen who run 
Tammany and the New York State ma- 
chine cannot be controlled by spontaneous 
political impulses when spoils are at 
stake. But they do claim that if this does 
happen the tiger can change his stripes 
and the fox his nature.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 2.—A com- 
plete re-examination of the pine lands of 
the Chippewa reservation in Minnesota is 
now being conducted by the Iaterior be- 


partment and the returns received show 
many discrepancies whieh occurred in the 
first examipation. More than Ove years ago 
a la was passed forthe disposition of the 
last great body of pine land in Mineesota. 
Al of the other great tracts in that State and 
in Michigan and Wisconsin as well 
neve — the bands of 
private indiv or lumbering corpora- 
tions. In Northern Minoesota 8 was a 
large tract of pine Owned by the Chippewa 
Indians. A Dill was passed to seil the lands, 
and it provided for the examination of the 
lands by appraisers, Who were to estimate 
the amount of pine on each tract. Consid- 
erable has been consumed insurveying the 
land. Since then an examination was or- 
Gered. Charges were made that the first ex- 
amination was not saccura Secretary 
Smith discbarued the old examiners and the 
new examination is prospering, showing 
thatthe pine examiners vary considerably 
in their judgment as te the amount of gine 
on the various tracts.

Our ange any accordingly sent men 
up into Michigaa and Wisconsin this summer 
to make iovestigations, and they received 
sufficient evidence to satisfy me in my own 
mind, that some of the dig lumber dealers 
fired the forests in order to hide the evi- 
dences of their timber stealings. The evi- 
agence is not suficientiy strong to warrant 
charging any 1 men with the deeds, 
nowever. 1 informed that 
the States of gMichigan and Wisconsin 
have appointed secret commissions to in- 
vestigate the fires. Until we Know such is 
the case and. what results follow the work of 
the State authorities, the insurance organ!- 
gations will do nothing. Ih ere isa possi- 
bility, Bowever, that in the event of the fall 
ure of these commissions to develop the 
matter, some of the insaranee unions will 
take up the prosecution themselves. lam 
confident that the State authorities can se- 
cure all the evidence necessary it they try,
